4nquiries show that iwina Mikhlia VMLICHANSKY, age 
about 25, Kussian of Jewish origin, arrived in shanghai from 
wanchuria in 1931 together with her mother, irs. 5.5. Velichan- 
sky,47, a widow. fhe latter conducted a licensed boarding 
house at 23 Chusan Road from 1932 to vJune,1937 and is now re~ 
siding at 7 Route de Grouchy, apt. 10. 

wiss Velichansky is known to have been employed as 
a shop assistant with Whiteuway,+aidlaw « Co.,Ld.,98 Nanking 
Road, from 1932 to 1934,durinsg which period sne resided with 
her mother. «arly in 1934 she married one ur. a. Meyer, a 
“rench citizen of Jewish extraction, who for many years has 
been in the employ of Yennet reres, Jewellers, 307 Hamilton 
House. +Sollowing their marriage Wr. and Mrs “eyer went to live 
at 209 Embankment “uilding. 

It appears that some time in 1937 they separated, 
after which irs Velichansky-Meyer resided with her mother une 
til 14-7-58 when she left for Singapore in the s.s. " Conte 
Verde". vhen booking her passage she was in possession of a 
passport or some other document of identity issued by the lo= 
cal French Consulate-General. She is believed to be employed 
with a firm in Singapore,her present address in that city being 
given as 8 Institution Hill (?). 

Neither Mrs Veliehansky nor any member of her fa- 
mily are known at the Russian Emigrants' Committee, 118/1 Moul-~ 
mein Road, or at the Council of United Russian Organization 
(SORO),8 avenue Dubail, with one of which public bodies local 
Russian emigrants are usually registered. However, Mrs S.S, 
Velichansky registered with the French Police in 1938 as a Rus= 


sian emigrant, There are reasons to believe that the Velichan= 
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sxy family were originullyewmeswdet.citizens and that they re- 


nounced their allegiance to the soviet government upon arrival 
in Shanghai and took out emigrunt pupers ut the Shanghai City 
“Government rolice sureau,tantad, «as this sureau ceused to 
function following the occupation of Shanghai oy the Japanese 
troops, no ofticial information is available regarding this 
voint. 

“hile in shanghai neither urs Velichansky-“eyer nor 
any member of her family came to the notice of the kunicipal 


“olice in connection with any activities of an undesirable na- 
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I should ve grateful if you would kindly let 
me have all possible information concerning Mrs. Mina 
Mikhlia Velickansky, a Russian emigrant, born in Chita 
(Siberia) on September 24th, 1914, holding a French 
Certificate of Identity issued in Shanghai on wuly 5th, 
1938.
